Crimes : And firſt Mr. Speaker ro indeavour tobring in 


an Arbitrary =_ and tyrannicall Forme of Gover- 
ment in the Subjed, is to deny 'Parl;amemary proceedings : 
Tooppolſethe Laws enafted by Parliaments : To incenſe 
his Majeſtic againſt Parizaments; To proteft and Petition 
againſt theproceedings thereof; isrobringin an Arbirra- 
ry forme of Govermeit. But roagree with the Parlament 


being a Member therof by Vote to make andenat Laws; 


I conceivethis cannot bee termed'Arbitrary; neither I 
perſwade my ſelfe can-the effeAtsthereofbe tyrannicall. - 
_ Secendly,concerningthe late Tumults abontthe Hoaſe, 
Iamiinnodent rhereof;' neicher came rkey by my invira« 
rion or incouragement : Ialwayes thought their reſores 
in that ſortwere iJlegall and riotons:' I have. Voted with 


this Hoaſe for their fuppteſſing;; have afſentedto all Qr-. 


ders for rheir'appeaſinp; agreed with alic Parliament inall 
things concerning their Petitions and Requeſts :' Then T 
hope this Honourable Hoxſe will noticonceive me guilty

gether :'1 anc Jo who raiſed any Army aQually in this 
Land-bur the trained Bands, which was done by the Pare 
liament forthe ſecurity of their own Perſons in the Kznes 
abſence; and in obedience'to his commands at his return 
home they were diſcharged, and afterwards againe raiſed 
by his Majeſties 'owne Royall: Authority. And for invi- 
:ting or procuring any forreigne Princes to ayd mee with 
.an Army, -I amalrogether innocear therein; I know.of 
\noayd required butifronsSoland , which is done by the 
Parliament, my Vore as a Member thereof onely agreeing 
with them in the ſame: And that ayd is procured for his 
Majefties aſbſtance in ſfubduing the Rebellion in Jreland, 
and (asI conceive) for noother purpoſe, And for the laſt 
Article wherewith 1 am charged, I hope to be cleered by 
this whole Hogſe for what Declamarions or Proclamati- 
ons have beene publifhed but by Authority of the Parl;- 
ament, joyn'd with his Majeſties moſt Royall Power and 
afſenr therunto. It is manifeſt to all People that nothing 
is publiſhed by the Parliament; or any of the Members 
thereof but rendeth to the winning of the hearts of his 
| -Majeftices Sntyeas to durifall obedience and intii love 
| and tender affeQion rowards their gracious Soveraigne. 
' And Idare confidently fay , that there is none of his Ma+-
